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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on June 23, 2005 has been considered and made of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 and 24-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The subject matter "an engaging member rotates independently from the 
rotatable body" (claim 1, line 18-19) was not fully described in the specification. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-3, 24, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The preamble recites limitation direct to the mounting apparatus i.e. "a plurality of 
suction nozzles ... to the movement plane" (claims 1, lines 3-10) is not seen as further limiting 
the claimed method invention of claims 1-3 and 24-25. 

The phrase "the taken image" (claim 2, lines 4) lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1 and 25 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US Patent 4,951,388 to Eguchi et al. 

Eguchi et al disclose a method of sequentially mounting, on a printed-wiring board (11) 
supported by a board supporting device (10), operatively associated with a plurality of electric 
components (14) which are sucked and held by respective ends of a plurality of suction nozzles 
(6a) which are supported by a rotatable body (6) such that the suction nozzles are provided along 
a circle whose center (Fig. 2) is located on an axis line of the rotatable body and such that each 
of the suction nozzles is not rotatable relative to the rotatable body and is movable relative to the 
body in a direction parallel to the axis line of the body, the rotatable body being attached to a 
movable member (shaft), the method including the steps of: sequentially positioning the electric 
components (14) sucked and held by the suction nozzles (6a), at respective positions opposed to 
respective predetermined locations on the printed-wiring board (11), such that at least two of 
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plurality of electric components thus positioned take different rotation positions (Fig. 2); rotating 
an engaging member (a device on top of nozzles at position D in Fig. 2) common to the plurality 
of suction nozzles, to a position corresponding to one of the suction nozzles that holds one of the 
plurality of electric components that is to be mounted on PCB; and, moving the electric 
component held by said one suction nozzle to a mounting location on the PCB and mounting the 
component on the printed-wiring board (see Fig. 2 and Col. 4, lines 52-54). 

It's noted that the claim directed to method for mounting component on PCB and the 
method associated with structure of Eguchi et al does teach the method recited in claims 1 and 25 
of the present invention. Further, the engaging device of Eguchi et al as partially shows in Fig. 2 
and the movable member is shown in Fig. 1, etc. 

Limitation of claim 25 is also met as set forth above. (Fig. 2 shows the electric- 
component supplying device 5). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2, 3, and 24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and 24-25 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
